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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

1 . Claims 1-7, 13-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Regarding claim 1 and 13, it is not clear if claimed "set base station unique 
information" is related to the previous recited "unique information of the base stations" 
or not. The reference to a single base station's unique information is missing a 
relationship to the "unique information of the base stations" . Probably Applicant meant 
to say "said base stations unique information" instead of "set base station unique 
information" . 

Claims 3-6, 15-18 depend from respective claims 1 and 13, thus they are subject 
to similar rejections. 

Also, in claim 1, the claimed "said base station" in lines 15, 16 and 18 lack clear 
antecedent basis. 

Also, in claim 13, the claimed "said base station" in lines 15 and 17 lack clear 
antecedent basis. 

In claim 2, lines 15, and 18, the claimed "said base station" lack antecedent 

basis. 
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In claim 14, lines 19, and 22, the claimed "said base station" lack antecedent 

basis. 

In addition to the above, in the preamble of independent claims 13, 14, 19, 20 
and 24, a method for a base station specification is sought. However, in the body of 
these claims similar structures of corresponding apparatus claims 1, 2, 7 8, and 12 are 
recited. Thus it is not clear if the subject matter to be patented in claims 13, 14, 19 and 
24 is related to a method or apparatus. 

Claims 15-18 depend from claim 13, and claims 21-23 depend from claim 20, 
thus they are subject to the same rejection. 

Regarding claim 7 and 19, it is not clear v\/hat is meant by" dublicatively 
assigning the same base station identifier and notifying said base station, in advance, of 
said dublicatively assigned base station identifier". Because stating that the base station 
is notified of a duplicate base station identifier in advance of the duplicate assigned 
base station identifier make no sense. Also the lack of antecedent basis of "the same 
base station identifier", and "said base station" within the context of the recited limitation 
amounts to ambiguity and indefiniteness. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 8-12 are allowed. 

3. Claims 1 -7 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action.
